To THE CITIZENS OF MEREDITH: 


As Mr. Pinkhamfn has spoken ina general way of our schools 
arid their needs, and, perhaps, said all that is necessary for 
best at this time, my report: will be brief and deal almost 
wholly with statistics. 

The schools under my supervision have been successful and 
profitable, with the exception of the first term in District No.8. 

The whole number of scholars reported as attending the 
schools for the past year is 343 ; as not attending any school, 13. 
All attending school have attended to reading and spelling, to 
penmanship 242, arithmetic 255, geography 170, grammar 96, 
history 23, composition 19, physiology io, algebra 15, geome- 
try 3, chemestry 1, drawing 25, book-keeping 11, botany 2.

CiTizENS OF MEREDITH: 

It is the opinion of the Committee that the schools entrusted 
to his care during the past year, have, in the main, been a suc- 
cess. Yet they have not attained to that standard of excel- 
lence, which their importance as a source of instruction, and 
the expenditure for their support, would seem to demand and 
warrant. In some instances there may have been a defect on 
the part of teachers, though I think on the whole the teachers 
have been well qualified. In other cases good teachers have 
not been fully appreciated. The examination of teachers when 
they appear for certificates, if found qualified in the branches 
to be taught, does not always guarantee success in the school- 
room. Something more is needed than literary attainments. 
_ An interest in the employments, ability to govern, and adap- 

tation to the work of teaching are all equally essential. The 
influences outside the school have much to do with success or 
failure. Prejudice, with or without just cause, sometimes 
militates largely against the prosperity of the school. Hasty 
judgment without definite knowledge, obtained by personal 
inspection of the school, often exerts a pernicious influence. 
The task of the teacher is sufficiently difficulteven when sus- 
tained and encouraged by the wisest counsel and the tenderest 
sympathy. Parents, teachers and scholars must work to- 
gether in harmony. 'We can never estimate too highly nor 
labor too fervently and untiringly to foster and elevate our 
schools. We need professional teachers, who have qualified 
themselves to teach, as much as we need men fitted by nature 
and drill for any other department of useful effort, and never 
till this is secured, shall we realize our highest hopes in the 
perfection of our schools. Cheap labor in the school-room is 
- the poorest possible investment. A good school is a precious 
boon in any community, while a poor one is a publicnuisance 
to be deprecated and removed. Personal experience and 
observation establish the general rule that none are satisfied 
with a poor school. And certainly no class of workers are 
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more entitled to public sympathy than those engaged in teach- 
ing. T’he task caring for and instructing pupils through a term 
of school is not light, and especially when we consider that 
they have been reared in diiterent tamilies, with a diversity of 
government, instruction and motive. If any one interest is 
superior to another, it is that which relates to the develop - 
ment and right direction of youthful minds and hearts. As 
are our schools so are our children; and as are our children so 
is the forthcoming generation that generation that is to hold 
the scepter of power in families, communities and the nation. 
The law compels every man to pay for the support of common 
schools, but cannot force his love and inttuence to promote this 
highest interest. Those who have no children to educate, 
have stilla deep interest in general education. The education 
of the masses has a direct bearing upon the public welfare, 
and every one reaps the benefit when all are educated, and_ suf- 
fer the evils of ignorance in any portion of the community. 
The property of the rich is safer when the children of the poor 
are enobled by education, and’it is cheaper to build school 
houses, and support schools, than to pay the expense of prisons 
and almshouses and restrain ignorant vice by bars and bolts. 
Besides, we know not where to look for the brightest gems of 
intellect. Educate the masses, and they are as likely to come 
from the families of the ignorant and poor as from the learned 
and affluent. Popular education, as defective as it has been, 
has given the world the benefit of inventions and_ discoveries 
which any age would be proud to own. Popular education at 
the public expense is a fundamental democratic principle, 
Without this there is a tendency to aristocracy, where the few 
only are eligible to distinction. All should be educated for 
the good of all, and not the few only, that they may use the 
controlling power of knowledge in rendering the masses sub- 
servient to their rule.Now all true education embraces not only 
the mental, but moral culture as well. If any are disposed to 
complain because they are beavily taxed to support schools, 
remember that tlie education of the conimunity enhances the 
market value of their’ property ten fold’ mere than the taxes 
they are required to pay. A man who has educated his own 
children, and fitted them for honorable positions in society, 
cannot receive all the blessings which this education might 
confer, while he is still surounded by vice and ignorance ; so 
that his own children have a claim upon him beyond an edu- 
cation for themselves. He is bound as he loves his own, to 
create a healthy state of society around them, when they may 
be trained to habits of virtue and industr , without being en- 
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19 
dangered by the corrupting influence ofa deadly miasma. If 
the health of our family suffers from a residence contiguous to a 
stagnant marsh,from which the atmosphere is constantly charg- 
ed with mephitic vapor, it is our duty to drain that marsh. 5o 
it is the duty of every man to cultivate and improve the moral 
tone of society, in which his children are developing and form- 
ing their character. And in no way aside from domestic train-- 
ing. can he accomplish this more effectually, than by a due at- 
tention to our public schools.

“BORD + OF + EDUCATION! 


Last year mention was made in our report of the need exist- 
ing for the establishment of a fourth department to prevent 
overcrowding. At the school meeting held soon afterwards, it 
was voted to secure another teacher, in order that the school 
might be divided into four departments, instead of three, as 

jerctofore. The fitting up of the new room, and subsequent 
re-grading of the entire school, has added considerably to the 
ordinary work of the schoo! year. 

It has been our aim to maintain distinct grades, and to limit 
the recitations in any one day to so reasonable a number, that 
justice might be done to each. The problems how to main- 
tain strict classification of scholars, and not multiply recita- 
tions, has caused no little perplexity, as has that other prob- 
lem how to get good work out of many pupils who seem _ to 
have but little desire to study. Scholars have been promoted © 
from one department to another on their scholarship, and in 
no other way, except in the case of a few pupils who were with 
their classes in general scholarship, while deficient in some 
particular branch. | 
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Mr. Chas. W. Haley, the principal of last year, has taught 
the Highest Department, and has had general oversight of the 
school. He has added to his reputation as a competent in- 
structor. 

The Second Intermediate was under the instruction of Miss 
Hattie Hoyt, a graduate of the State Normal School, and a 
teacher of experience, She rendered faithful service, this gerade 
being made up of a number of elements. The school was a 
difficult one to manage, 

Mrs. David Cram remained in charge of the First Interme- 
diate, it being the third year she has held the position. Her 
methods are well known. She retains the good will of the 
pupils and parents. 

The Primary Department was placed at the beginning of the 
year in the care of Miss Mary E. Cram, a graduate of the 
Quincy Training School. She retained the position until 
the close of the fall term, when she retired on account of failing 
health, Miss Carrie E. Kelsey, of Centre Harbor, was secur- 
ed to fill the vacancy, and taught the school during the winter 
term. Both of these teachers are well adapted to interest and 
instruct scholars of the primary grade, and gave good satisfac- 
tion. 

We have been pleased to note the improvement in many di- 
rections, both in scholarship and deportment, and with the 
present facilities, we believe that in the future better results 
may be obtained. 

The schools are now well furnished with maps, globes, 
charts, dictionaries, etc., bought with the money received at 
the late entertainment. 

The text books are all new, with one exception, and con- 
form generally to those used throughout the town. With 
gratitude to those friends who have visited the schools during 
the year, and have shown an appreciative interest in their 
welfare, this report is submitted on behalf of the Board.
